THE TAX AGAINST DISTILLERS. 

The internal revenue bureau is preparing a 
schedule of taxes to be assessed against the 
Great Western, Manhattan, Woolners and 
other distillers of Peoria, [lls., on account of 
the excess of pure spirits of the gauge meas- 
ure found in recent shipments made by them 
to Philadelphia, New York and Baltimore. 
The assessments will be forwarded 
to the collector at Peoria 
for collection. Texes will undoudtedly ba paid 
according to an understanding had when the 
spirits, which had been seized for examina- 
lion, were released. It is stated, however, 
that the payments will be made under protest 
and that the distillers will take legal stens to 
recover the money. Their claim for a remit- 
tance of the tax will, it is said, be 
based on the ground that. the spirits in dis- 
pute were gauged twice by the gauging rods 
the only manner recognized by law, and duly 
certified by the proper officers of the govorn- 
ment, and that the action of the commissioner 
causing subsequent examinetion by cup 
measure was unauthorized by law and. not 
binding.

IN WHITE AND BLACKs 


A REMARKABLE DEMONSTRATION 
IN LONDON YESTERDAY. 


Thousendéds of Women Attired in Bleck and Little 
Girls in Immeculate Robes Protest Aageinst 
the Sacrifice of the Innocents—Otcher 
For<ign News—The Cholera, Etc. 


Lonpox, August 20.—At twenty minutes 
past four o’olock the Hyde park meeting had 
equalled in numbers the great assembly which 
gathered at that place some timesince to make 
& demonstration in favor of the enlarged fran- 
chiee bill. Thousands of women were in the 
crowd. One of the wagons in the proces- 
sion carried twenty-four little girls dressed 
in white. These _ girls held aloft 
a banner bearing the inscription, ‘Shall inno- 
cence be slain?” Another cart carried a large 
fac simile of the queen’s letter to Mrs.General 
Booth approving the Salvation army’s work 
in rescuing young girls from vice. 

The East End contingent of the procession 
started towards Hyde park promptly at 4 
o'clock. This body had three bands, 


and carried sixty. banners, all having in- 
scribed on them such mottoes as “Save Our 
Daughters,” etc. The cart which carried the 
enlarged copy of the queen’s letter was given 
the middle piace in the line of the East End 
contingent. This body had in the line no less 
‘than twenty-four horse wagons. With the 
exception of the one bearing the 24 girls 


| under thirteen years of age and dressed in 


white, the wagons were laden with women 
dressed in the deepest of mourning. The ve- 
hicles themselves were all heavily draped with 
black. Following the wagons were about 2,000 
men on foot. All traffic had to be suspended 
during the progress of the procession along its 
eutire route. 

The demonstration included temperance so- 
cieties, Good Templars, Band of Hope lodges, 
Salvation army, various trade and friendly 
societies, the ladies national societies inthe 
wegons, and the Young Men’s Christian agso- 
ciations, from nine sections of the metropolis, 
besides excursion -parties from tho provinces 
numbering msay thousands. Bands headed 
each contingent, and numberless banners 
were carried. Ten platforms were improvised 
around reformers tree in Hyde park. Reso- 
lution was passed simultaneously at all plat- 
torms, pledging the meeting to assist in en- 
forcing the provisions of the criminal amend- 
mentact. The weather was brilliant. The 
afilair was a decided success. A huge: crowd 
was presont, but the entire proceedings were 
orderly.

THE CHOLERA’s COURSE. 


Zhe Condition in Grenada Said to be Pitia- 
bie, 


MADRID, August 22 —The condition of Grenada 
remains pitiable. Hundreds of people attacked 
by the chelera in single streets nearly every day. 
Thereare no doctors and no authorities to look 
after the victims, who often pass through their 
agonies in the streets, and expire unattended in 
the gutters. 

Most of the unaffected population have fied ana 
the few healthy citizens that remain are disheart- 
ened and apathetic. The corpses remain uucofmi aed 
and unisentified. A very great stench wrought 
by the plague has become a nuisance, and the 
government has resorted to the desperate éxpe- 
dient of compelling the soldiers and convicts to 
carry On the work of removing the from the 
public ways and interring the bodiesof the un- 
krown dead. 

Forty-four hundred and eighty-three new cases 
of cholera and 1,441 deaths from 
the disease were reported throughout Spain yes 
terday. The returns for the populous province of 
Navarre however, are still incomplete, King Al- 
fonso has donated $2,000 to the Granada cholera 
fund. Money is badly needed at that place, 

There were reported throughout Spain today 
4.519 new cases of cholera and 1,220 deaths from 
the disease 

MARSEILLES, August 22—Thirty persons died 
with the cholera in this city during the past 
night. There were one hundred and forty deaths 
from the disease here yesterday Several cases 
are reported in Vintimiglia, near Nice, in Italy. 

Forty-sixth deaths from cholera occurred in 
this city today and 150 new cases of the disease 
were reported. 

Forty persons have died from cholera in this 
city during the past twelve hours. The municipal 
council have resolved to demand from the gene 
eral government a cholera relief credit of $50,000.

His Physicien Objects to His Departure, but He 
Comes Anyhbow-—He is Taken Giek on the 
Train—BHe Reaches Atlantaand Dies—

T. J. F. Nolan, of New Orleans, died on the Air- 
Line train while standing under the carshed 
yesterday about noon. 

Mr. Nolan's death was due to inflammatory 
rheumatism. 

His home was in New Orleans, and at the time 
of his death be wasen route home. Of himand his 
illpess but little is known in Atlanta. No onein 
the city had ever seen or heard of him, and what 
little is known was gathered from “papers in his 
possession. From these papers it appears that 
Mr. Nolan left his homeseveral weeks ago for 
Buffalo Lithia springs for his health, but the suc. 
Cess he met with is unknown here. 
On Thursday he decided to leave the 
springs for bis home. The physivian who 
had peen attending him at the springs, tried to 
dissuade him from the trip, but Mr. Nolan in- 
sisted upon making the journey. The physician 
informed him that he would probably die on the 


way, but this had no effect upon the invalid and 
that day he started. When the physician saw 
that the gentleman had made up his miud toea 
counter the danger of death, he decided to 
accompany him. Thursday night Mr. Nolan 
rested weliin his berth on the sleeper, and on 
Friday he appeared quite strong. During thelay 
he moved about in the car, and when the train 
reach Charlotte the physician decided to turn 
back. He was surprised at the condition of his 
patient, and thinking he would be able 
to stand the trip, returned to his 
home. Betore leaving his patient, 
however, the physician requested the sleeping 
car conductor to keep a careful watch over him. 
Soon after the train left Charlotte day before 
yesterday afternoon, Mr. Nolan retired. He 
passed a restiess night, however, and when day 
dawned yesterday morning he was much worse. 
He seemed to realize that his condition was pre- 
carious, and when the passengers in the car 
and the conductor tried to do any 
thing for bim he thanked them, at the same time 
telling them that they shou!d do him no good. 
As the day wore away Mr. Nolan grew worse and 
long before the train reached Atlanta his fellow 
passengers were looking for his death 
every minute. Whenthe train reached Gaines 
ville the conductor wanted to call in a 
physician, but the sick man object- 
ed. The conductor then suggested that he 
telegraph ahead to Atlanta ior a physician to meet 
the train, but again Mr. Nolan objected. After 
the train left Gainesville Mr. Nolan sank rapidly, 
acd when the train rolled under the car shed he 
was dying, but no one knew it. 

As soon as Mr. Koutz, of the Pullman service in 
this city, heard of the sick man he sent Me@s¢en- 
gers for a physician. Dr. J, W. Duncan was the first 
to respond. When Dr. Duncan reached the sic« 
man he was drawing hfs last breath, and almost 
before he could find the pulse it was gone. When 
the man died Mr. Keutz at once made arrange 
ments for the removal of the body from the car. 
Patterson & Bowden, the undertakers, were calied 
inand the body was taken to their place on 
Loyd street. The man fresented a horrible 
appearance. Hedied with his mouth and eyes 
wide open, and his tongue protruding between 
his lips. After the body had been removed to the 
undertakers, Mr. Koutz telegraphed to the Palil- 
man superintendent at New Orleans, requesting 
him to find the dead man’s friends and confer 
with them. Later yesterday afternoon Mr Koutz 
received a telegram from New Orleans direetiag 
him to instruct the undertakersto embaim the 
body and at the same time stating that the dead 
man’s father would reach Atlanta Sunday after 
noon. Afterthe telegram had been rcceived the 
undertakers prepared the body. 

Mr. Nolan wasa large, fine jooking man. He 
was about thirty five years of age and his general 
appearance gave no indication of the suffering he 
must have endured,

The Recent Interview with Gensral Toombs—Arp 
Excoristes the Old Man for His UVomparison of 
Lee end Grant snd Taikecf ofd Times 
Im the South, Etc, Bite, E-c. 

It looks like thereis nothing settled. His- 
tory used to be considered authentic. We 
studied it, and believed it, but now a man 
don’t know what to believe. Even sacred 
history is not sacred from these advanced 
thinkers. What with new versions and evo- 
lution, and Beecher, and Ingersoll, and the 
like, the inquiring minds of the rising gen- 
eration are all atsea. Modern history is no 
better off. I have just finished reading an- 
other history of Napoleon Bonaparte, written 
by McFarland. I had read Thiers, 
and Scott’s, and Abbott’s, aad 
now I don’t know anything about Napoleon— 
nothing for certain.

York,and with it increased prosperity. One of 
the Jargest wheat buyers in lowa told me that up 
to 1877 the farmers of his region raised mainly a 
single crop—wheat—and grew poor under it, till, 
in Howard county now, one of the richest, there 
were only seventeen farmyards in the county 
that were not mortgaged. Eight years o the 
failure of wheat there drove farmers into diversi- 
fled productions, mainly stock, butter end cheese.

STILL A WIFE. 

It is many years since the country north and 
south was tbhriJled with horror at the news that 
General Custer and his entire command had been 
massacred by the Indians under Sitting Bull on 
the western plains—nota single man escaping, 
and the indignities on the dead being too horrible 
to mention. 

He bad been a romantic figurein the war. Ri- 
ding like the wind at the heaa of his cavalry, with 
his long yeliow hair streaming behind him, he 
commanded the admiration of both armies, for, 
to an extent never known to hostiles in previous 
wars. the masses of both the blue and the grey lit 
up with enthusiasm at gallant deeds, whether 
done by friend or foe.

One, a former classmate of his 
at West Point,scarred by the onslaught of Custer's 
own men, took great pains to return bim 
a bundle of love letters written by the delicate 
Michigan girl, now known as Mrs. General Custer. 
At his death few knew or thought of the shrink- 
jng, timid woman who, for the great love she bore 
ber husband, dashed over the western plains ou 
borseback at his side, braving every danger, 
sharing every bardship, only to be with him. 

It was the good fortune 0 myself and family to 
make ber acquaintance seven years ago. I next 
met her last month in Chicago at the houseof a 
mutual friend—an admirer of her busband, who 
for eight years had been urging her to w ite a 
book on their eventful life on the frontier, dowa 
to the time of General Custer’s massacre. She had 
just completed the book, ‘Boots and Saddles, 
and fied to his hospitable home where, under the 
guardianship of bis sympathetic wife, she could 
both recover from mneryous prostration and 
tide ber face from the great public’ that 
she felt sure would never read _ her book.

The majority of the committee hase the 
authority of the generai assembly to make said 
donation on a par of article 8, sec. 6, par.1 of the 
constitution oi the state, which, so far as it re- 
lates to the university of Georgia and the bill un- 
cer consideration, is as follows: “The general 
assembly may from time to time make such do- 
nations thereto (i. e., the university) as the condi- 
tion of the treasury will authorize. This clause 
oi the constitution gives tothe genezal assembly 
authority to grant donations to the university ‘‘co 
nomenie,’’ and it is to say the least of it—doubtful 
whether by the most liberal construction it could 
be made to apply to institutions established in 
different parts of the state, remote from the uni- 
versity— under the control of local boards of trus- 
tees, and evidently connected with the university 
solely for the purpose of bringing them under the 
appropriating power of this clausé of the consti- 
tution. But, pretermitting any argument on this 
question, which we think cannot be denied, we 
submit, 

2. That if the connection of these so-called 
branch colleges with the university were real and 
‘bona fide,” instead of for the purpose above 
named, the power of the general assembly given 
by this clause of the constitution can be exercised 
only “‘when the condition of the state treasury 
will authorize it.”’ Does the conditon of the 
treasury at the present time authorize this do- 
nation’ 

This is a question which we, as representatives 
of the people of the state, and not as repre- 
sentatives of a class, or of any particular locality, 
are called on to decide. It will be remembered 
that by the 4g ey of the state treasurer which was 
before us at the last session, we were confronted 
with a deficit in the finances of the

and appropriations of the fall session increased 
this delicit very materially, and, to ineciude the 
necessary expenses of the present session, it is 
estimated, and we think correctly. that at the end 
of the present fiscal year this deficiency wil! reach 
very nearly the sum of $400,000, ta «<4 
In addition to this, the house of represenrativy es 
bas already votei—had recommended te it favora- 
bly by the finance committee—and introduced in 
the house with a favorable prospect of passing the 
fame, appropriations as meritorious as the one 
under consideration and of equal constitution 
aiity, as follows:

To meet these 
heavy requirements we are compelled to rely on 
increased texation of the people, and in their 
present depressed financial condition we respact- 
fully submit to their representatives whether it is 
wise or prudent to further increase their burdens 
by making this donation. 
8. lf the condition oi the treasury was such as 
to create no extra burden on the people we respect- 
fully submit that the ‘donation provided for in said 
bill isan ubjust and inequitavle discrimination 
between localitities and classes af our people and 
a grievous wrolg to an overwhelming 
majority of them. These colleges are 
—whatever name may he given them—ouly local 
schools, the benefits of which are confined to 
those who reside in the immediate vicinity of the 
places where they are located, or to those 1n other 
parts of the state, who by reason of their financial 
ability, can pay their board and attend them. If 
it were proposed to establish with the general 
fund a school for a particular locality only, or one 
for a particular class only, we think that no one 
with asense of justice and a proper appreciation 
of the spirit ol our government could be found to 
favor it. 

If it were proposed to donate an amount to only 
one locality, we know that a majority of the com- 
mittee would not favor it,for this was demon- 
strated on the bill to donateto the Dahlonega 
rollege an amountasked for byit, by the recom- 
merdation of the finance committes reported to 
the house a few days since, that ‘‘the bil! do not 
pass.’”’ Yet when both of the above namedcondi- 
tions meet in different localities and are plast- 
ered over with eloquent appeals in favor of an 
undefined and indefinable public good, it enlists 
the combined efforts of the friends of each locality 
which seeks to share in ite benefits, aud secures a 
recommendation. 

4. The report of the state school commissioner 
shows over 507,000 chijdren in the state, of schoo! 
age. The fund for their education in the ele- 
mentary branches ofan English education, only 
averages \0 cents per capita anually. They and 
their parents pay the taxes that aggregate the 
public fand, and it is proposed by this bill to take 
from that public {und a large amount aud devote 
itto what is denominated “higher education,’’ 
which can only be enjoyed by a few of the'tiasses 
above mentioned. Thus is not only levying a forc- 
ed contribution upon the class entitled toonly 
an English education, for the education in the 
“higher branches’ of the few who reside in the 
favored localities, and those who are financially 
able to educate themselves, but lessening the 
chances of this class in obtaining a common eda: 
cation. 

We reprobate a system that works such injus- 
tice, and confidently assert that age, precedent, 
nor custom can cover its iniquitious partiality. 
Even the eloquent argument thatit makes great 
statesmen and illustrious public men loses its 
power in view of the fact, that the preparation 
and equipmento! these great men are in the last 
apalysie the sacrifices and privations of that 
large majority of the children of the state, many 
of whom might have been with equal facilities 
at least their equals. ight 

We cannot reconcile to our sense of justice this 
un just discrimination, and therefore recommend
